This profile was one of a series compiled during the fall of 1967. 
Each profile was the joint effort of a member of the Planning and 
Evaluation staff and the neighborhood coordinator for the area 
involved. The purpose of creating such profiles was to aid in deci- 
sion making on the use of ABCD funds for 1968. The sections of the 
profile other than those of a statistical nature were designed to 
pinpoint the specific problems of the neighborhood in the fall of 
1967. Limitations on the staff resources of the Planning and Evalua- 
tion Department have precluded an up-dating of the profiles. However, 
because of continuing requests for the profiles they are being re- 
issued at this time. 


Planning and Evaluation 
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INTRODUCTION 


Among the most important units in Boston's War on Poverty are the 
city's low-income neighborhoods, all of which share certain common 
problems but each of which has a unique set of characteristics distin- 
guishing it from the rest of the city. Just as the various neighbor- 
hoods differ in their physical appearance, so do their populations 
differ, in age, in race, and in a whole range of characteristics. 
Common to people of all the low-income neighborhoods are such problems 
as unemployment, low educational attainment and poor health. The 
relative importance of these problems varies, however, among the 
neighborhoods and reflects the different characteristics of their 
residents. 


Not only do Boston's neighborhoods differ from one another in 
their social aspects but also in the amount and quality of resources 
which are now being used to meet the needs of their residents. While 
some neighborhoods receive relatively satisfactory services in certain 
problem sreas, the services in these areas are clearly inadequate in 
other neighborhoods. In all the neighborhoods certain significant 
gaps between needs and resources are apparent and the coordination of 
various efforts to resolve the problems of the poor is weak and 
sporadic. 


An edsential step in developing effective strategies for lessen- 
ing the incidence of poverty, on a neighborhood as well as on a city- 
wide basis js collecting and analyzing information on the conditions 
contributing to and resulting from poverty and on the scope of current 
efforts to better these conditions. By examining needs and evaluating 
the impact of current services, it is possible to make rational 
recommendations for the re-allocation of existing resources and to 
justify requests for additional funds to ensure that services be 
provided wita maximum effectiveness. 


This néighborhood analysis is intended to provide such data on 
needs and resources in a form which makes it readily understood for 
general infornation purposes. It is designed so that it may be 
‘revised as necessary on the basis of suggestions from those who use 
it and so that it may be updated and refined as new data becomes 
available. 


The analysis, which is divided into eight major sections, begins 
with a discussion of the characteristics of the population of the 
neighborhood, including total numbers, income, age, sex and racial 
composition. ‘The needs of the neighborhood's population are then 
outlined under such headings as health, education, employment and 
economic development. On the basis of preferences expressed by 
representatives of the neighborhood community, these needs are 
ranked in order of importance as are the groups to which the community 
feels programs should be addressed. Services in the neighborhood, 
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both those provided through ABCD and by other agencies, are catalogued 
in categories roughly corresponding to the need categories, and those 
programs funded by OEO are briefly evaluated. Finally, the overall 
system of efforts to meet problems in the neighborhood is examined 

and recommendations for changes are presented. 


The information included in this analysis is presented as much 
as possible in the form of hard statistics, identified by source and 
date. Where the information involved subjective judgments the person 
or group expressing the opinion is also identified. In cases in which 
special circumstances were present or where discrepancies of fact or 
opinion existed, explanatory comments are included. 


The neighborhood analysis is meant to be used by a number of 
persons or groups for those purposes for which they feel it may be 
most helpful. First, it is a basic document for neighborhood social 
planning, both on a comprehensive and on an individual project basis. 
Second, it will provide central ABCD staff with information essential 
to the design and funding of plans and programs which affect the 
neighborhood as a part of the broader city system. Third, it may 
help to provide a common language for discussion and cooperation 
between ABCD and Neighborhood Area Planning Action Councils (APACs) 
on the one hand, and outside agencies on the other.

"The Allston-Brighton area is largely Catholic 
with a smaller Protestant group in the areas 
included in Census Tracts 72, 3A &5C. A fairly 
substantial group of Jewish families reside in 
the latter two tracts and also in Y5-B where they 
are heavily clustered in the area abutting in 
Chestnut Hill Avenue... . . Brighton's proportion of 
Irish is quite high, probably exceeding 90% in the 
Oak Square (Y5-A) and Faneuil (Y4) section. There

The Elderly 


There are 8,757 elderly persons living in the Allston- 


Brighton area, at least 700 of whom are in need of 
better housing, increased incomes and recreational 


services. 


Outreach program is now in effect to locate these 
people and to better ascertain their needs. 


In-School Youths (13-18 Years) 


There seems to be a growing problem in the area 
(particularly in Allston) with idle teenagers 
hanging around street corners with no recreation 

to occupy their time. Area Coordinator states that 
although there are facilities such as parks and 
playgrounds in the area, these are unsupervised 

and unused at the present time.

While there are num- 
erous recreational facilities in the Brighton area, 
they are not easily accessible to Allston citizens. 
Also, there are a number of parks and playgrounds in 
Allston which need program supervision and improved 
facilities. Recreational facilities are felt to be 
needed for teenagers 2s are social programs for tne 
elderly. 


Housing 


Duc to increasing industrial and commercial expansion, 
influx of new residents, and the high number of low- 
income families, there is a shortage of adequate, 
standard housing in the Allston-Brighton area. Physi- 
cal deterioration of private housing, lack of avail- 
able rentals and tenant-landlord relations are some on 
the problems felt to need attention. Town-gown 
relations (i.e., relations between the older establish- 
ed residents of Allston-Brighton aad the numbers of 
college students moving into the area) are stated by 
Area Coordinator to be a problem as older residents 
feel that the presence of these students not onl 
causes a noise problem, but also deprives them of 
rentals that they could be using. 


Community Organization 


° 


There are many community-oriented citizens!’ groups ag 
Allston-Brighton. It is felt by the President of the 
Advisory Committee (which is comparable to a junior 
APAC in Allston-Brighton) and the Project Steff Dir- 
ector that there is a need to get lower-incom e groups 
and elderly persons involved in community affairs 

via groups such as these. These people should be con- 
tacted by outreach programs and made aware of existing 
agencies and services available to them.

Employment 


With the influx of Spanish-speaking persons to the 
Allston-Brighton area, there is a growing employ- 
ment problem. In addition to finding new jobs for 
the above, there is a significant need for job 
securing and upgrading among persons between 18-30 
years. Plans are underway for a Manpower Center in 
Allston-Brighton to alleviate this problem. 


Health 


Tho President of the Advisory Committee in the 
Allston-Brighton area feels that there is a health 
problem, but that “more digging needs :to be done" 
$n order to ascertain what the needs are and what 
services need to be provided. The feeling was ex- 
pressed by a member of the staff of St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital, for example, that that facility needed to 
become more community-oriented and would expect to 
with the opening of the new dental Snowe 
located there. 


Other Needs 


An On-going Head Start Program 
It is also felt by the Project Starf Director 
that an on-going Head Start program is needed 
in the area. During the summer of 1966, four

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VII. EVALUATION OF TOTAL PROGRAM SYSTEM: 


Since ABCD programs have only just begun in the 
Allston-Brighton area, it is difficult to make 

any evaluation of either the effective linkage between 
ABCD programs and other non-ABCD programs in 

the area, or of the program system emphasis. 
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VIII, RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1. Need for APAC?: 
Area Coordinator feels that an APAC will be needed in 
the area with the development of more programs. At 
the present time, there is an Advisory Committee, 
which is concerned primarily with the Neighborhood 
service Center. 

2. Manpower - Information and Referral Center: 
Area Coordinator also recommends that the Manpower 
Center planned for Allston-Brighton be coordinated 
with the Information and Referral Center; and that 
another paid staff member be added to the Service 
Center. Plans have been made to house both functions 
in the same building so that coordination will be 
possible. 


3. Student Voluntoer Groups: 
Area Coordinator suggested that in order to alleviate 
the "Town-Gown" conflict, college students might be 
enlisted in volunteer programs, e.g., tutoring, help 
with the elderly, etc., in order to get them involved 
in the community and draw less criticisn to them as 
unwanted outsiders. 


lL. Other Recommendations: 
Project Staff Director has recommended that a Welfare 
Worker be located in the Allston-Brighton area in 
order to provide more localized welfare services; and 
that the following programs be established:
